WASHINGTON', Fob. 21!.—Senator La 


Follctto 
of 
Wisconsin, introduced a 


swooning bill today requiring committees 
of till political pur tics in national nnd 
congressional elections to account for all 
monies expended in said elections; for 


filing of statements of receipts nnd dis- 
bursements of political committees with 
the secretary of commerce nnd labor, and 
to prohibit corporations from directly or 
indirectly contributing money to any po- 
litical committee or to any candidate for 
political office. 


"COMMITTEE" IS DEFINED. 


The bill defines a "political commit- 


tee" as composed of two or mure persons 
who have been elected, appointed or 
cho.-cn by a national political party con- 
vention, or by members of either or both 
house's of congress belonging to the same 
political early, for the purpose, wholly 
or in part, of raising, collecting or dis- 
bursing money. 


'Treasurers of every 
such committee 


are compelled to keep a correct and true 
report of fill moneys collected nnd dis- 
bursed and file the some with the sccre- 
tajy of commerce and labor. 
MUST MAKE SWORN STATEMKNT. 


Candidate.* for senator or representa- 


tive in emigres* are also compelled to 
file with the secretary of commerce nnd 
labor within thirty days after election a 
sworn statement of moneys received and 
disbursed nnd the persons from whom 
such moneys were received. 


The bill also stipulate* that no politi- 


cal committee shall receive from any 
corporation or any ollicor, employe or 
ngenl of such corporation, any money, 
property or things of value. And no 
candidate for tiny oflice under the consti- 
tution is permitted to do the same under 
n tine of not less than !?, 
r>00 "r more than 


$5,000. or by imprisonment at hard labor 
for not more than five years. 


TILLMAN SUBMITS RATE BILL. 
Expecting a spirited discussion over the 


report by Mr. Tillman of the Hepburn 
railroad "rate bill, the galleries of tho 
senate chamber were crowded when to- 
duy's session was culled to order. An 
unusually large number of senators nlso 
were in their seats. On Mr. Tillmnn's 
desk lav an imposing pile of documents, 
the records of the hearings of the inter- 
state commerce commission on the gen- 
eral subject of government regulation ot 
railroad rates. 


A.* soon nu the vice president called 


for reports of standing committees a 
number of senators arose, but Mr. Till- 
man was recognized. He announced that 
lie had been instructed by the committee 
on interstate commerce to report house 
bill 12087 without amendment and he 
rend the resolution adopted. 


Mr. Tillmnn announced that as soon as 


possible, he proposed to digest the testi- 
mony,and submit a formal report on the 
bill, lie said that within two weeks he 
should move to make the rate bill the un- 
finished business and 
to 
displace the 


statehood bill if that measure was not 
disposed of before that time. The tran- 
scendent importance of the rn(f measure 
and the wide interest in the 
subject 


throughout the country, he said, made it 
desirable tluit the bill should be consid- 
ered without delay.

As soon as he Jind concluded Mr, Al-

The legislation proposed is of such 
a character that the most careful exara- 
ation of its provisions and the fullest 
discussion of its terms wil be necessary. 
But beyond this, no attempt will be 
made to prolong the debate."

30, 1005, was the third attempt 


that Orchard made against his life. 


'•This confession was made to .James 


McParland. It included a history of;hi3 
life from his early boyhood up to the 
time of his arrest. In that confession. 
Orchard implicated all those now under 
arrest and others, including J. L., Simp- 
kins. Ho told the story of twenty-six 
murders, the results of conspiracies in. 
which all the accused parties were inter- 
ested. When this .story is given to the 
public I believe it will be the greatest 
narrative of crime known in the world. 


NO DOUliT ABOUT TRUTH, 


"There is no. doubt about the confes- 


sion and those who are familiar with the 
crimes charged to the inner circle of the 
Western Federation of Miners. I have, 
seen Orchard myself since this confes- 
sion was made. He told me that no 
promises of clemency or reward had been 
held out to him by McParland or any one 
else. 


"Mr. MeParlnncl was aided in his work 


by Orchard's early training. In his boy- 
hood the Bible was read night nnd morn- 
ing by his parents. The impression of the

science when he was brought fncc to face

. David Bremner Henderson was born in 
Scotland, March 7, 1S40, and came to 
America in 1646. He served with dis- 
tinction in the civil war and held several 
federal offices in the succeeding years. 
He served as a member of congress from 


1SS3 
until 1003. He was renominated in 


1!)02, but withdrew. He was speaker of 
the Ilfty-sixth and flfty-seventh congress- 
es and after retiring from the house 
went to New York city to practice law, 
expecting to follow in the footsteps of 
former Speaker Reed. He did not have 
the success that he anticipated, and tail- 
ing health compelled him to return to 
his home in Iowa.

FOUKTEEN AMERICANS 


SAID TO BE IN DANGER 


United States Gunboat Dispatched to 


the Scene—Empress of China 


is Guarding; Against a 


Revolution. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—Consul Gen- 


eral Rodgcrs at Shanghai 
cabled the 


state department under today's date 
that the American mission stations at 
Nanchang in the province of Kiangsi 
have been destroyed. The probable cause, 
is local. Telegrams received from, those 
points state there are fourteen American 
missionaries at those places, and 'the 
Kingman family, English, two adults and 
two childru are reported to have been 
killed. The American gunboat, El Cano, 
at Nankin, has been ordered to proceed 
immediately to Kinking where she will 
probably arrive by Wednesday. 


The scene of the trouble is about 400 


miles up, the Yangtze river. 


A still later dispatch from Mr. Rogers 


received today at the state deportment 
says that the inland British missions .are 
reported to be safe. 


ENGLAND'S WRATH FEARED. 


The oflicials here accept Consul Gen- 


eral Rodger's suggestion that the trou- 
ble at Nanchang is local, as has been the 
ease with the last two preceding attacks 
upon foreign missions in China. There- 
fore there is little apprehension that the 
trouble will spread. However, it is real- 
ized that the incident itself appears to 
justfy such preparations as nre now un- 
der waj- from a military point of view. 
The report that English subjects have 
been killed is the most serious phase of 
the affair for it is said that this fact 
may be made the basis of forcible meas- 
ures by the British government that 
might inllame the entire Chinese popula- 
tion. Nanchang where the missions des- 
troyed lies upon the shores of Lake Po- 
yang, in the northern portion of the 
province of Kiangsi, and the 
Yangtsu 


river is navigable up to that .point as 
well as the lake itself for warships of 
considerable size. 


CONFLICTING REPORTS. 


A Inter cablegram from Mr. Rodgers 


says that the reports of the Nanchang 
trouble arc conflicting. It is now report- 
ed to have originated in a dispute be- 
tween a French Jesuit and Chinese offi- 
cials. A Chinese magistrate was at first 
reported to have been stabbed by a Cath- 
olic missionary, but it is now claimed 
that the magistrate stubbed himself. In 
the riot which occurred yesterday, six 
Jesuits and two members of the King- 
maji family were killed. Chinese troops 
were protecting. The refugees arc going 
to 
Kugiang. The 
American mission 


building is understood to have been sav- 
ed and order is now restored. Mr. Rodg- 
crs adds that all is quiet at Shanghai.

' FEAR "TROUBLE IN PEKIN. 


PEK1N, Feb. 26.—The guards around 


the 
forbidden city have bc'.?n doubled 


since yesterday afternoon and all the 
palaces and residences of lu'gh oflicials 
arc especially guarded. All the oflicials 
that arc accessible eitlier refuse any in- 
formation or profess ignorance of the 
reasons for the precautions that have 
been token, nnd as a result many ru- 
mors are afloat. 


The chief of police and other officials 


were telephoned yesterday ^o report to 
the palace, and the display of force im- 
mediately followed -their conference. Pos- 
sibly the only cause is the alarm of the 
empress dowager over the prevalence of 
revolutionary rumors. 


Two packages of dynamite have been 


found outside the gate leading to • the 
palace. Apparently they were dropped 
by some one afraid to carry them. 


One report finding credence is that 


there is a quarrel afoot within the pal- 
ace between the partisans of the em- 
press dowager and the emperor over the 
selection of oil heir to the throne, but it 
is not confirmed. 


BOYCOTT HAS SUBSIDED. 


WASHINGTON*, Feb. 20.—The Chinese 


minister has received a cablegram from 
the viceroy at Canton saying that the 
boycott agitation has subsided and that 
no meeting to agitate a boycott move- 
ment has beon held lately. Ho reports 
everything quiet. 


KAISER BARS ALL GIFTS 


An Renalt Some »1U,000,000 Will be Given 


to Relieve Sufferinc In Empire. 


BERLIN, Feb. 20.—Emperor William 


and Empress Augusta Victoria, received 
at the palace yesterday deputations from 
tho reichstag. the Prussian- diet, the 
Prussian house of "lords, and other gov- 
ernmental bodies, who.tendered congrat- 
ulations on the silver wedding of their 
majesties, which takes plate next Tues- 
day. Deputies from many German cit- 
ies also presented written addresses. The 
mayor of Berlin handed the emperor a. 
document bearing the names of the em- 
peror and empress and showing an ex- 
penditure of $125,000 for charitable in- 
stitutions. 


Their majesties, accordinglo their_res- 


olutions announced months ago, will not 
receive presents from their, subjects ex- 
cept money for charitable uses which 
many municipalities and numerous mer- 
cantile companies and private individu- 
als have voted or donated, out of respect 
for the emperor and empress. 
This has 


resulted in offerings for hospital exten- 
sions or for founding new institutions 
for the relief of suffering, estimated at 
$10,000,000 to $12,000,000. Such an out- 
pouring of donations it quite without 
precedent in Germany. About 100 an- 
nexes or new foundations will- be 'dedi- 
cated in Prussia Tuesday, all receiving 
the name of the emperor or of the em- 
press. 


The wedding of Prince Eitel-Fritz, sec- 


ond son of the emperor, and the Duchess 
Sophie Charlotte of Oldenburg on Tues- 
day will aknost-be-a replica of-that of 
the crown prince and crown princess last 
June.

CALLS FOR GLASS OF BEER.

GETS TWO HOURS' RESPITE. 


After a consultation with States's At- 


torney Henly, the jail, officials decided to 
delay the execution if necessary until 2 
a, in., the last hour named in the court 
sentence providing for the hanging.

tition to the federal court were: 


'That the judgment of the state court 


was void because- given by n court not of 
competent jurisdiction. 


"That the sentence was in violation of 


the fourteenth amendment in that Emilc 
Fischcr-Hoch, wife of the defendant, tes- 
tified.

Put a tablespoonfu! nt ti time into n hot 
frying pirn, slightly gre.nscd, spreading 
the batter evenly over the surface of the 
pan by tipping it about; fry to a light 
brown, spread with jelly, roll it up. dust 
it with powdered sugar and serve hot.

soda should be very thoroughly pulver-

WASHINGTON, l-'cb. 20.—.Senator La 


Toilette 
of 
Wisconsin, introduced 
a 


sweeping bill todny requiring committees 
of all political parties in national and 
congressional elections to account for all 
monies expended in said elections; for 
filing of statements of receipts and dis- 
bursements of political committees with 
the secretary of commerce and labor, and 
to prohibit corporations from directly or 
indirectly contributing money to any po- 
litical committee or to any candidate for 
political office. 


"COMMITTEE" IS DEFINED. 


The bill defines a "political commit- 


tee" as composed of two or more persons 
\vht> have been elected, appointed or 
cho.-cti by a national political party con- 
vention, or by members of either or both 
house's of congress belonging to tlie same 
political early, for the purpose, wholly 
or in part, of raising, collecting or dis- 
bursing money. 


Treasurers tif every such committee 


are compelled to keep 11 correct and true 
report of rtll moneys collected and dis- 
bursed and file tlie sumo willi the secre- 
tary of commerce anil labor. 
MUST MAKE SWORN STATEMENT. 


Candidates for senator or representa- 


tive in congress nre also compelled to 
file with the secretary of commerce and 
labor within thirty days after election a 
sworn statement of moneys received and 
disbursed and the persons from whom 
such money* were received. 


Tho bill also stipulates that no politi- 


cal committee shall receive from any 
corporation or any otlicer, employe or 
agent of such corporation, any money, 
property or things of value. And no 
candidate for any office under the consti- 
tution is permitted to do the same under 
n line of not less tlmn $500 or more than 
$5.000. or by imprisonment at hard labor 
for not more than five years. 


TILLMAN SVBMITS RATE BILL. 


Expecting a spirited discussion over the 


report by .Mr. Tillnwn of the Hepburn 
railroad rate bill, the galleries of the 
senate chamber were crowded when to- 
day's session was called to order. An 
unusually large number of senators a 
were in their seats. 
On Mr. Tillman's 


dfsk lay an imposing pile of documents, 
the records of the hearings of Hie inter- 
state commerce commission on the gen- 
oral subject of government regulation of 
railroad rates. 


A? soon as the vice president caller] 


for reports of standing committees a 
number of senators arose, but Mr. Till- 
man was recognized. Ho announced that 
lie hud been instructed by the committee 
on interstate commerce to report house 
bill 12087 without amendment 
and 
he 


read the resolution adopted. 


Mr. Tillmnn announced that us soon as 


possible, lie proposed to digest the testi- 
mony and submit a formal report on the 
bill. He =nid th;\t within two weeks he 
should move to make the rate bill the un- 
finished business and 
to 
displace 
the 


statehood bill if that measure was not 
disposed of before that time. The tran- 
scendent importance of the ratj! measure 
and the wide interest 
in the 
subject 


throughout the country, he said, made it 
desirable that the bill should be consid- 
ered without delay. 


ALDKICH DEFENDS COURSE. 


As soon as ho Jind concluded Mr. Al- 


drich was recognized and said: 


"A majority of the republican mem- 


bers of the committee did not join in 
the favorable report which has just been 
made by the senator from South Caro- 
lina, for the reason that in their judg- 
ment an attempt should have been made 
by the committee to remedy, by proper 
amendments, some of the obvious nncl 
admitted defects and omissions of the 
house bill, and that clear and adequate 
provision should have been 
made for 


subjecting the orders of the commission 
affecting rates to judicial review. They 
believed that these amendments were 
not only necessary to protect the rights 
of all the parties in interest, but that 
they were essential to the vitality and 
efficiency of the measure. With these 
amendments the minority members, with 
the possible exception of 
the 
senator 


from Ohio, who is opposed, as I under- 
stand, to all government rate making, 


were ready to give their support to the 
house bill. 


"I beg to assure the senator in charge 


of the bill that the opponents 
of 
the 


measure in its present form will ask for 
no unnecessary delays in its considera- 
tion. The legislation proposed is of such 


character that the most careful exam- 


iation of its provisions and the fullest 
discussion oS its terms wil be necessary. 
But beyond this, no 
attempt will be 


made to prolong the debate." 


SEES EARLY DISPOSAL. 


Senator Lodge of Massachusetts, after 


he called on the president today, said he 
thought the Philippine tariff and state- 
hood bills would be disposed of in the 
senate this week or shortly afterward. 
"I do not so far see any indication of a 
desire for general debate on the state- 
hood bill," said Mr. Lodge, "and I see 
little reason why a vote should be long 
delayed."

CONCESSION BY KAISER

BERLIN, Feb. 26.—The German gov- 


ernment has decided to make a further 
concession to the French views on the 
Moroccan question provided France will 
also yield something. The extent of Ger- 
many's proposals will become known only 
:it Algcricas where they will be commu- 
nicated to the French delegates. Emperor 
William and Chancellor Von Buelow it 
is understood would rather make 
an- 


other effort to reconcile the French aims 
and Germany's interests than allow the 
serious situation to drift. Some effort 
has been made here by certain small fi- 
nanciers to create a war scare out of the 
emperor's reply to the congratulatory ad- 
dress of the general's yesterday on the 
occasion of his majesty's silver wedding 
in which the emperor remarked that he 
prayed God that war would not come, 
but if it came he was convinced that the 
army would acquit itself as efficiently as 
it did thirty-five years ago.

Ono of the robbers fol- 
lowed her and compelled her to return to 
the saloon under penalty of being killed.

It included a history orchis 
life from his early boyhood up to the 
time of his arrest. In that confession 
Orchard implicated all those now under 
arrest and others, including J. L.. Simp- 
kins. He told the story of twenty-six 
murders, the results of conspiraqies in 
which all the accused parties were inter- 
ested. 
When this story is given to the 


public I believe it will be the greatest 
narrative of crime known in the world. 


NO DOUBT ABOUT TRUTH. 


"There is no. doubt about the confes- 


sion and those who aro familiar with the 
crimes charged to the inner circle of the 
Western Federation of Minors. I have 
seen Orchard myself since this confes- 
sion was made. He told me that no 
promises of clemency or reward had been 
held out to him by McParland or any one 
else. 


"Mr. McParlnnd was aided in his work 


by Orchard's early training. In bis boy- 
hood the Bible was rend night and morn- 
ing by his parents. The impression of the 
enrly days camo up and smote his con- 
science when ho was brought face to face 
with his God. He told me that he be- 
lieved in a supreme being and hereafter 
and that now his ono thought was to 
make his pence witli his maker. The find- 
ing of the bomb and mnny othor things 
will later bo made known at the trial, 


DEMISE OF EX-SPEAKER 


David Bremner Henderson of 


Iowa, Passes Away After 


Long Illness. 


DUBUQUE, la., 
Feb. 26—Former 


Speaker of the House of Representatives 
David B. Henderson, whose life had been 
hanging by a thread for a week, since 
he sustained a second stroke of paraly- 
sis, died at Mercy hospital at 2 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon without recovering 
consciousness. 


David. Bremner Henderson was born in 


Scotland, March 1, 1840, and came to 
America in 1846. He served with dis- 
tinction in the civil war and held several 
federal offices in the succeeding years. 
He served as a member of congress from 
1883 until 1903. He was renominated in 
M02, but withdrew. 
He was speaker of 


the fifty-sixth and fifty-seventh congress- 
es and after retiring from 
the house 


went to New York city to practice law, 
expecting to follow in the footsteps of 
former Speaker Reed. He did not have 
the success that lie anticipated, and fail- 
ing health compelled him to return to 
his home in Iowa.

cabled

that the American mission stations at 
Nanchang in the province 
of 
Kiangsi 


have been destroyed. The probable cause 
is local. Telegrams received from those 
points state there are fourteen American 
missionaries at those places, and 'the 
Kingman family, English, two adults and 
two childru are reported to have been 
killed. The American gunboat, El Cano, 
at Nankin, has been ordered to proceed 
immediately to Kinkang where she will 
probably arrive by Wednesday. 


The scene of the trouble is about 400 


miles upsthe Yangtse river. 


A still later dispatch from Mr. Rogers 


received today at the state department 
says that the inland British missions are 
reported to be safe. 


ENGLAND'S WRATH FEARED. 


The officials here accept Consul Gen- 


eral Rodger's suggestion that the trou- 
ble at Nanchang is local, as has been the 
case with tlie last two preceding attacks 
upon foreign missions in China. There- 
fore there is little apprehension that the 
trouble will spread. However, it is real- 
ized that the incident itself appears to 
justfy such preparations as are now un- 
der way from a military point of view. 
The report that English subjects have 
been killed is the most serious phase of 
the affair for it is said that this fact 
may be made the basis of forcible meas- 
ures by the British government that 
might inflame the entire Chinese popula- 
tion. Nanchang where the missions des- 
troyed lies upon the shores of Lake Po- 
yang, in the northern portion of the 
province of Kiangsi, and the 
Yangtse 


river is navigable up to that .point ns 
well as the lake itself for warships of 
considerable size. 


CONFLICTING REPORTS. 


A later cablegram from Mr. Rodgers 


says that the reports of the Nanchang 
trouble are conflicting. It is now report- 
ed to have originated in a dispute be- 
tween a French Jesuit and Chinese offi- 
cials. A Chinese magistrate was at first 
reported to have been stabbed by a Cath- 
olic missionary, but it is now claimed 
that the magistrate stabbed himself. In 
the riot which occurred yesterday, six 
Jesuits and two members of the King- 
moji family were killed. Chinese troops 
were protecting. The refugees are going 
to 
Kugiang. The 
American mission 


building is understood to have been sav- 
ed and order is now restored. Mr. Rodg- 
ers adds that all is quiet at Shanghai. 


EIGHT AMERICANS ESCAPE. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 26—Rcpoi U of riot- 


ing at the American mission station in 
Nanchang and the escape of eight Amer- 
ican missionaries stationed there, were 
received 
here today by cable at 
the 


Methodist board of foreign missions. The 
Methodist board -has a mission station- 
ed at that place. The cablegram, which 
was sent by Bishop . J. W. Bashford, 
Methodist Episcopal bishop resident at 
Shanghai, and made public by Dr. H. K.

palaces and residences of high officials 
are especially guarded. All the officials 
that are accessible eitlier refuse any Sn- 
formation or profess ignorance of thp 
reasons for the precautions that have 
been taken, and as a result many ru- 
mors are afloat. 


The chief of police and other officials 


were telephoned yesterday ,to report to 
the palace, and tho display of force im- 
mediately followed their conference. Pos- 
sibly the only cause is the alarm of the 
empress dowager over the prevalence o: 
revolutionary rumors.

As Rennlt Some »1;>,OOO,000 VTill be Given 


to Relieve Snfferlne In Empire. 


BERLIN, Feb. 26.—Emperor William 


and Empress Augusta Victoria received 
at the palace, yesterday deputations from 
.he reichstag, the Prussian diet, the 
Prussian house of'lords, and other gov- 
ernmental bodies, who.tendered congrat- 
ulations on the silver wedding of their 
majesties, which takes plate next Tues- 
day. Deputies from many German cit- 
es also presented written addresses. The 
mayor of Berlin handed the emperor a, 
document bearing the names of the em- 
jeror and empress and showing an ex- 
>enditure of $125,000 for charitable in- 
stitutions. 


Their majesties, according 1:o their res- 


olutions announced months ago, will not 
receive presents from their, subjects ex- 
cept money for charitable uses which 
nany municipalities and numerous mer- 
cantile companies and private individu- 
als have voted or donated, out of respect 
:or the emperor and empress. This has 
•esultcd in offerings for hospital exten- 
sions or for founding new institutions 
!or the relief of suffering, estimated at 
>10,000,000 to $12,000,000. Such an out- 
pouring of donations it quite without 
ireeedent in Germany. About 100 an- 
nexes or new foundations will- be 'dedi- 
cated in Prussia Tuesday, all receiving 
;he name of the emperor or of the em- 
press. 


The wedding of Prince Eitel-Fritz, sec- 


ond son of the emperor, and the Duchess 
Sophie Charlotte of Oldenburg on Tues- 
day will almost-be a replica of that of 
ihe crown prince and crown princess last 
June.

Hall, and jumped, from 
the fourth story window into a blanket. 


The blanket gave way and he was pre- 


cipitated onto the pavement, sustaining 
injuries to the back. One leg was brok- 
en. He will die. Eighty-five boys were 
in the dormitory when the fire broke 
out.,. An effort was made to effect a mili- 
tary formation, but the younger stud- 
ents forgot their military training and 
rushed about the burning building in a 
panic shrieking and crying for help.

calmed down succeeded in rescuing the 
automobilists, who were taken to the po- 
lice station followed by a crowd of shout- 
ing people.

When the last resource of his attorneys 
—an appeal to the federal court of a vio- 
lation of the fourteenth amendment to 
the constitution which forbids that

man sluill not be deprived of his 
life 


without due process of law had been de- 
nied—Hoch abandoned all hope of saving 
his life, but still insisted that he be al- 
lowed to live as nearly to 2 o'clock as 
possibln.

has long been a friend of Hoch, appeared 
in his cell and remarked: "It's Fill off, 
Johann. nothing more can be doni for 
you," Hoch replied:.

proper plai-c and then turned his face to 
the deputy shcrilV. 


"Do you want to say something?" ask- 


ed Deputy SlierilV Peters. 


''Yes," said Hoch. 
Mr. Burkland was still

prayer and Jailer Whitman held out his 
hand to silence him. The clergyman, not 
noticing, kopt on with the prayer and 
one of the guards spoke 
to him.

ceasod immediately and Hoch, as ?oon 
as he could speak without interruption, 
Eaid in a strong German accent: 


"Kathcr, forgive them, they know not

"Did he confess to the murder," he was 


asked. The clergyman 
hesitated and 


thsn answered: 


"Well, he said that he had been a big- 


amist and a very wicked man." 


He declined to say a word as to wheth- 


er or not Hoch had confessed the crime. 


HOCH HAD GOOD SLEEP. 


Hoch slept well all night-ami when he 


awoke this morning was apparently in a 
jovial mood. He turned to Guard James 
dimming.-! who was in the.room with 
him, and wished him "good .morning.' 
Cuminings immediately summoned Night 
Jailer O'Ncil who came at once to the 
room, anil said: 


-Good morning John, how are you this 


morning?"

Hoch then gave his order for break- 


fast and while awaiting its arrival was 
given sfivral papers to read.

"That thing says that I 
have lost 


hope," remarked Hoch, "but I haven't. 
I will keep my nerve to the last." 


LAST EFFORT TO SATE LIFE. 


A short time before the hour set for 


execution, a petition was filed in the | 
United Stales circuit court by Hoch's 
attorneys asking federal intervention to 
save Hoch. The petition said that the 
state authorities were endeavoring to ex- 
ecute Hoch in violation of the fourteenth 
amendment of the. constitution and with- 
out cine process of law. 


After filing the petition the attorneys 


left the federal building immediately,, in- 
tending it was said, to go to the criminal 
court building to try .to got a stay of ex- 
ecution pending action by the federal 
courts. 


CALLS FOR GLASS OF BEER.- • 


As the morning passed and the time 


sot for the execution approached Hoch 
abated nothing of his good nature. As 
one of the guards passed before his cell, 
he called him to the door and holding 
out a five cent piece said: 


"Here, Tony, go and get a glass of 


boor." 


"It's getting close to the time isn't it?" 


continued Hoeh. "Well, I'm ready; you 
people won't have any trouble with me. 
When the minute comes I'll go like a 
brave man. What's more I'll go like an 
innocent man. 
I never committed 'the 


crime and I'm not afraid to go." 


Despite his "brave words, it was evident 


that Hoch was under a severe strain. He

you have any right to appeal," said the 
court.

"RUSH FOR~HOCH'S SIGNATURE. 


"In view of the' fact that this matter 


was delayed until within an hour of the 
execution, I don't think so," replied the 
court. Thereupon three attorneys rep- 
resenting Hoch began all to talk at once. 


'•Well," said the court, "prepare your 


record and bring it in. I will be here all 
day." 


The attorneys hurried in a cab,to the 


criminal court building to get Hoch's sig- 
nature to the bond just as word came 
that the death march had been begun. 


LANDIS SAYS: "GO AHEAD." 


Attorneys arrived at the jail with the 


appeal bond just in time to again tem- 
porarily stop the preparations for the 
execution. 


There was a hasty conference-of jail 


officials and then Assistant Sheriff Pet- 
ers consulted by telephone" with Federal 
Judge Landis. Judge Landis said: 


"I have refused to do anything in the 


Hoch matter. You need not delay t 
execution on my account." 


HOCH'S ATTORNEY IN TEARS. 
Judge Landis after talking with As- 


sistant Sheriff Peters, started to leave 
the federal building.' Attorney Malier 
with tears in his eyes begged Judge Lan- 
dis to stay in the building until the ap- 
peal was perfected. Meanwhile State's 
Attorney Hcalcy .advised Sheriff Peters 
to give Hoch's attorneys fifteen minutes 
to perfect the appeal before the death 
march should begin. 


CARRIED OUT HIS OATH. 


~ Judge Landis declined to wait in the 
federal building, saying: 


"My oath of office demands that I do 


what I consider right. I do not think 
that I would be complying with my oath 
if I delayed this execution." 


States Attorney Healey took a similar 


view. He said: "I advised them to hang 
Hoch. I talked with -Judge Lapdu :qver 
the telephone. He told me no orde rb,ad 
been entered except a denial of the w,ri;t. 
There was no way Jeg.ally left for the 
hanging to be postponed."

Hoch was taken to the death chamber

GETS TWO HOURS' RESPITE.

tition to the federal court were: 


"That the judgment of the state court 


was void because given by a court not of 
competent jurisdiction.

tified. 


"That Hoch was compelled and did 


give evidence against himself. 


That ho was arrested in Xew York 


and extradited on a charge of bigamy, 
and was forthwith charged with murder." 


JUDGE DENIES PETITION. 


Before Federal Judge Kenesaw, M. 


Lanclia, Hoch's attorney contended that 
a 
writ of habeas corpus should ( issue 


forthwith if the court found that the pe- 
tition was presented in proper form. 
Judge Landis suggested that it was also 
requisite that probable cause for the 
writ be shown. After brief considera- 
tion Judge Landis said: 


"The petition is denied. The proper 
emcdy for counsel was a writ of errir 
rom the decision of the state supreme 
ourt • to the United States supreme 
ourt. The counsel failed to take ad- 
antage of the move. The writ is fa- 
allv defective and can't be made good." 


APPEAL IS REJECTED. 


Hoch's attorneys asked an appeal from 
udgc' Landis' decision.

Hoch has 
always denied this marriage, and declar- 
ed that he merely assumed the woman's 


me. 
In the fall of 1SOB Hoch married Clara 


Bartell, of Cincinnati, .and she died with- 
in three months 'of the marriage.' In 
January, 1897, he was married to Julia 
Dose in Hamilton, O., and abandoned her 
after obtaining .$700; 


In April, 18«S, Hoch was arrested in 


this city for selling mortgaged furniture, 
and served two years in the house of 
correction. 
In Nov. 1001, he was married to Mrs. 


Anna Goehrke of Chicago, but abandon- 
ed her after failing to. obtain any money 
from her. April 8, 1902, he married in 
St. Louis, Mrs. Mary Becker, who died 
early in 1003. Her relatives have claim- 
ed that she was poisoned. 


HIS LAST MARRIAGE. 


December 10, 1904, Hoch was married 


to Mrs. Marie Welcker, a widow of this 
city, the woman for whose murder he 
was condemned. Dee. 20 the woman be- 
came ill, and Jan. 12 she died, the cause 
of death being stated in the physician's 
certificate, as nephritis. Five days later 
Hoch married Mrs. Emilie Fischer, a sis- 
ter of Mrs. Weleker-Hoeh. Ho obtained 
$750 from her and disappeared. Janu- 
ary 10 the last Mrs. Hoch reported to 
the police the disappearance of her hus- 
band. 
Suspicion was aroused by her 


story, and the body of Mrs. Welck,ei>, 
Hoch was exhumed, and 7.6 grains of ar- 
senic were found in tile stomach. Search 
was made for Hoch and he was finally 
discovered in New York, where his lapd- 
lad'y'Mrs. 'Kinimcrly'reported that she 
believed her boarder to be Hoch, because 
he had proposed inarriage to her oh the 
da,y of his arrival in her house. He was 
arrested and later brought to Chicago. 


"THIRTEEN" WAS UNLUCKY. 


Hoch after being placed in jail here, 


admitted that he had been married thir- 
teen times, but always denied that he 
had caused the death of a,ny of his wives. 
He was placed on trial April 1!), and on 
May 20 the jury returned a verdict find- 
ing him guilty of murder, and fixing the 
punishment at death. On June 3d sen- 
tence was passed on him, the date of the 
execution being set for June 23. Gov.

He walked down the steps to the death 
chamber, his eyes flecked of the tears 
that had been brought forth by his final 
farewell with his last wife. 


In the death chamber he turned to the 


guards and laughing in his loud way he 
said: "This is the fourth time I have 
seen this room. Give me a deck of cards 
and I'll bet my coflin against yours that 
I can run out on this game of solitaire." 


Hoch refused to see interviewers after

REVERSAL IS ALL CASES 


Three Appealed Froin Decision of Jndee 


Helden NotTJplield lnyStnte Court. 


The supreme court today handed down 


three decisions of interest to attorneys 
of Racine. These cases were nil decided 
in thn circuit court by Judge Belden and 
appeals were taken to the upper court. 
All three were reversed. 


In-the case of Hihbon against Blakey 


an appeal was taken from the judgment 
of the lower court, appointing Mr. Bla- 
key administrator do bonis non, with the 
will annexed of the last will of Henry 
Box, formerly of Union Grove, later of 
Evanston, 111. 


The second ease was on a judgment of 


the circuit court whereby Judge Belden 
refused to allow Mr. Hibbon to take an 
appeal from the judgment of the county 
court, in the same case. 


In the case of Gertrude Smith against 


the Milwaukee Electric Railway & Light 
company, the lower court decided in fa- 
vor of the defendants. The suit was for 
$5,000 damages, because of the death of 
plaintiff's husband, electrocuted 
while 


in the employ of the company. This was 
reversed. 
' In the case of Anderson vs. the Chicago 
Brass Co., for $10,000 damages, the decis- 
ion of the lower court is also reversed. 
This is a case from Kenosha county.

brought to this city between 5 and 6 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
with

skull fractured and otherwise injured, 
the result of being run down by a north 
bound Chicago & North-Western railway 
train, one and a half miles north of Ke- 
nosha. The ambulance removed him from 
the depot to the St. Mary's hospital and 
Dr. McXitt, local surgeon of the road, 
was called, made an examination and said 
that in all probability the injuries con- 
fined to the head and skull, would termi- 
nate fatally. 


HOW IT HAPPENED. 


A north bound freight train was run- 


ning along at the usual speed after leav- 
ing the Kenosha station. 
Perhaps 
a 


mile out of the town the engineer no- 
ticed a man walking on the tracks. The 
danger signal was sounded, heard by the 
man.and ho stopped to one side, but not 
far enough for the pilot of the engine 
struck and threw him into the ditch. As 
quickly as possible the train was stopped, 
the crew went back, picked up the injur- 
ed man, unconscious, and placed him in 
the caboose and he was brought to Ra- 
cine, that being deemed better than back- 
ing into Kenosha. 


BADLY INJURED. 


In a short apace of time after he arriv-

Petit, one of the best known men in this 
state, was dead, his hundreds of friends 
could hardly believe it, for the reason 
that he was in this city only a few days 
ago in the best of health, but it was 
too true, his death having occurred in 
the St. Luke's hospital at "Chicago, b«- 
twee 0 and 10 o'clock last night. 


Early yesterday morning Mr. Pettit 


left his Kenosha home for Chicago, on 
business, as he went to the city almost 
every day. 
To all appearances he was 


in perfect health. Finishing his business 
he started for the Chicago & Xorth- 
Western depot to take the 4

train for Kenosha. On the way he was 
suddenly stricken down with apoplexy. 
No one knew who he was and he was re- 
moved to the hospital in an ambulance 
and here his identity was established 
and relatives notified.

RECIPES FOR PANCAKES. 


French pancakes-—Beat together until 


smooth six eggs and a half pound of 
flour, taking care to have the mixture 
perfectly smooth, as much of tho success 
of the cakes depend on this. Melt four 
ounces of butter and add to the batter, 
with one ounce of sugar and half a pint 
of milk, and again beat until smooth. 
Put a tablespoonful at a time into a hot 
frying pan, slightly greased, spreading 
tho batter evenly over the surface of tho 
pan by1 tipping it about; fry to a light 
hrown. spread with jolly, roll it up, dust 
it with powdered sugar and servo hot. 


English pancakes—Make a batter of 


one quark of milk and nlso the same 
amount of flour, and three eggs beaten 
separately, a tablespoonful of butter and 
two spoonfuls of soda, not heaped: the 
soda should be very thoroughly pulver- 
ized before measuring, then thoroughly 
mix with the Hour.' Add the whites of 
eggs just before baking on the. griddle. 
This may be nmdq without eggs, and 
baking powder may be used with sweet 
milk.

Indian pancakes—Tnke one pint of In- 


dian men!, one tcaspoonful of salt and a 
very small tcaspoonful of soiln ; pour on 
boiling water until a little thinner f han 
mush; let it stand until cool, then add 
the yolks of four eggs, half a cup of flour 
in which is mixed two teaspoon fuls of 
cream of tartar; stir in as much sweet 
milk as will make the batter =uif:nble to 
bake: boat the whites well and add just 
before baking. 


Bread pancakes—Take stale bread ,'inrl 


soak over night in sour milk; in the 
morning rub through a colander, and to 
one quart add the yolk of two og!_ 
rs and 


a tcaspoonful of salt, one toaspoonful of 
baking 
powder, 
-two tonspoonfuls 
of 


sugar and flour enough to make a butler 
a little thicker than for fried cakns; add 
last the well-beaten whites of the eggs 
and bake. 


Baked pancakes—Tho night before us- 


ing put some bread crumbs to soak in a 
quart of sour milk; in the morning rub 
through a solve nnd ndil four eggs, well 
beaten, two teaspoon fuls of soda dis- 
solved in a little water, one tablespoon- 
fill melted butter and enough corn meal 
to make them the consistency of ordi- 
nary griddle cakes. It is better to add 
whites and yolks separately, stirring in 
the whites lightly just before, baking. 
The Scotch and English pancake was 
baked and not fried.

Sift a pint of fresh, swept corn meal, 


add a tenspoonful of salt and pour on a, 
pint of boiling water. Wen I say a pint, 
T mean approximately. 
Some mca.l is 


coarser and absorbs loss water; it should 
be wet all through, but not thin nor soft. 
When this is nearly cold add two eggs, 
beat well and stir in half a, rnp of sifted 
flour nnd half a. cup of sweet milk. If 
sour milk is use.il add a pinch of soda 
dissolved in hot water: if sweet, n. ten- 
spoonful of baking powder. Have a table- 
spoonful of Inrd very hot in a square 
dripping pan, pour this into the batter, 
mix and pour into the pn.n ns quickly as 
possible. Bake until well (lone; the time 
varies according to size of pan, heat of 
oven and so on. 
The oven should be 


quick, but not as hot as for biscuit.

amendment. He had produced a tele- 
gram from Senator 
Cullom 
giving in- 


structions to cast his vote against any 
amendments 
that 
were "not 
adopted 


unanimously by 
the committee. Mem- 


bers favoring amendments to the Hep- 
burn bill declared that Senator Cullom'a 
instructions did not justify casting his 
vote except on specific motions. 


"Well, then," said Senator Dolliver, ''I 


move that the Hepburn bill be reported 
favorably without amendment. That is 
a specific motion and 1 shall ask to have 
Senator Cullom's votq cast in the af- 
firmative." 


The democratic members desired time 


for conference and the recess was taken.
